It ls estlmated that thore wero ln train-

penso to tholr owners. There were 373
meetlnRs held ln England ln 1900, and lt
waa estlmated that at least $125,000 each
day was the outlay by thoso who attend¬
ed. This would, of course, Includo travel¬
lng expenses to and from London, ndmls-
sion fees and other actual exDendlturcs.
The average chargo for trnlnlng a race-

l-.orse ln England is fifty shIIIIngs a week,
or about $12.50. Each tlme a horso starts
hls Jockcy's fee ls at least $10. wlth Sir,
additional If he wlns, For steeplechases
and hurdle races tho feos aro hlgher.
